after firing two shots from a pistol 
at Jailer VV. T. Williamson. The 
jailer owes his life to Brown's lack 
of marksmanship, and not to his 
indisposition to kill. 

rown is the negro who was re- 
cently arrested, charged with en- 
tering the toll (.Bice on the Nash- 
ille pike tor the purpose of robbery 
and firing several shots at the toll 
keeper, Lawson Smith, when dis- 
covered in the room. He leaped 
m a window and escaped and 
s at large for several months, 
was visited in the jail Sunday 
by Viola Wheeler, a woman claim- 
ng to be his wife, who spent sev- 
eral hours with him. and, it trans- 
pires, left a pistol and some files 
with him. 

It has been a practice with some 
of the prisoners to burn raga in the 
cells to "smoke" each other, until 
Mr. Williamson would appear and 
•top it. The jailer was called about 
one o'clock Wednesday morning, 
thinking something of this kind 
on hand he took his keys and 
t mto the carridor from the 
outer door. He started to reach 
for the electric light, but before he 
could turn it on a shot was fired 
and a bullet sped by bis head. Still 
in the dark, he saw Brown dart by 
hun an'd fn rough the open door, 
turning once to fire another shot 
into the door to prevent pursuit. 
But the jailer was unarmed and 
thinly clad and in no condition to 
pursue an armed and desperate 
prisoner. The alarm was promptly 
given, but Brown made good his 
escape and is still at large. 

With the tools furnished him, 
Brown had hied his way out of the 
cell and had also released some 
other prisoners. The others being 
without arms made no attempt to 
follow him in his break for liberty. 

About 10 o'clock Wednesday the 
Wheeler woman was arrested on a 
charge of aiding a prisoner to es : 
cape and was lodged in jail. She 
deuied her g"'! 1 - out she VM taken 
to the Racket Store and identified 
as a woman who bought some tiles 
there Saturday.

There is hard 
ly any doubt that Montgomery will 
be lynched this week. 

In his confession, King said they 
had slated five of the best young 
women of Dyresburg for the assault 
and this is the cause of the spirit of 
vengeance among the citizens. A 
number of negroes were whipped 
out of Dyersburg last night.

DISCHARGED MINERS 



Suspected of Attempt to Blow Up 
« Providence Boarding House 
With Dynamite. 



MadisonviUe. Ky., Feb. 19.— Un- 
known persons dynamited a board- 
ing-houBe at Providence in which 
•everal nonunion miners were 
asleep last night, but owing to the 
imperfect way in which the work 
waa done none of the inmates was 
.hurt, although one end of the build- 
ing was demolished. After the ex- 
plosion about thirty shots were 
fired into the building, but no one 
was injured. It is suspected that 
this was an attempt of some of the 
discharged employes of the Provi- 
dence Coal Company to injure some 
of the working miners and intimi- 
aVaJtt others. If failed to have the 
dA/ced effect, as the men aay tbey 
"are not afraid and will continue to 
work as the operators have pledged 
themselves to protect them.

New York, Feb. 15.— Dr. George 
M. Harney of Hroooklyn, formerly 
President of the Long Island Med- 
ical Society, is the discoverer of an 
alleged new cure for consumption.
